; there is a deadend area between

jroad. It measures approximately 


60 feet north and south, and ex- 
tends to the Santa Fe right-of 
way about 40 feet to the east,” 
said Mr. Howell. “This would 
provide an area of 2400 square 
feet for a building site. It would 
be nearer the center of the city 
than the Memorial Park location 
which was turned down because 
of opposition by residents of the 
area, and would be only about 
two and one-half blocks from the 
Recreation.Center where the Sen- 
ior Citizens are now meeting,” 
he continued. 

Mr. Howell proposed to the 
council that a meeting be arrang- 
ed with leaders of the Senior 
Citizens Foundation to discuss 
the possibilities of the-site and 
report back to the Council. He 
said the property was part of a 
city dedicated street, but was 
now grown up with weeds, and a 
area for wind blown 
papers and rubbish. Originally it 
had been intended to cut Garfield 
through at this point eastward 
beyond the railroad tracks, but 
this would be impossible now be- 
cause the property across the 
tracks had been built up with
